The 
county 
of Alameda 
was, 


formed in 1853 from portions of 
Santa Clara and Contra Costa coun- 
ties. The Arrojo Uel Alameda, or 
Alameda 
creek, 
which 
emerges 


from the hills at Niles and Hows 
"iito th« bflv pear Al^arado iviq 
the 
dividing- Use between Sinta 


Clara and Contra Costa counties, 
so that all of Alameda county south 
and east of the creek was taken 
from Santa Clara county and the 
part north and west from Contra 
Costa county. 


The new county had about 1000 


population 
Henry C. Smith, one 


cf Fremont's party which came to 
California in 1846, 
and

Letches represented 
Santa Clara 


county in the 
assembly and H. 


W. Carpentier represented Cor.tra 
Costa county. 
A struggle ensued 


between Smith, who resided in tne 
town of New Haven, now a pan of 
Alvnrado, and Carpentier of Oak- 
land. Carpentier sought to amend 
the act establishing: Alameda coun- 
ty and making the county seat 
New Haven by substituting Oak- 
land, but was defeated by two votes. 
This session of the legislature wag

hieh. One end was narrower than 
the other, so that it would fit into 
t h e end of the next section, each 
section beir.fr from ten to fourteen 
feet ;n length. 
.Across the top of 


each trough were nailed wooden 
deals, this prevented the box from 
spreading. 
Underneath still heav- 


ier cleats were nailed, not only to 
prevent spreading but as a support 
for the accumulated debris of rock 
during the day's operation. A con-

line 
of 
these 
troughs, 


placed in a line, overlapping, one 
into the other for from forty to 
3uO feet, formed a "sluice." 
The 


sluice was carefully laid with one 
end much higher than the other 
and supported underneath along 
its entire length.

Of all the methods of mining in 


those days, the sluice was probably 
the most efficient mode of sepa- 
tatiag the gold Trom the soii with 
the least amount of energy per 
man commensurate with the net 
product. 


However it was not always pos- 


sible to use a sluice box. Locali- 
ties were often found in which the 
largest portion 
of the gold lay 


upon 
the 
bedrock, 
above which 


would be a layer of earth many 
feet in thickness containing not a 
speck of gold, or at least not 
enough to make it worth sluicing-. 
This was a serious problem at 
first. It meant getting rid of a lot 
of valueless 
soil with 
the least 


amount of time and effort. 
Some- . 


one thought out the idea of ground 
sluicing. As mentioned last week. 
the basic idea behind nearly every 
method of hand mining was origi- 
nally used by the 
Chines*, cen- 


turies ago. As an old miner re- 
marked not long since when 
I 


mentioned that the Chinese had- 
preceded him in methods several 
hundred years ago, "Well then, i 
guess some, of us fellows .simply re- 
thought

Fortunately, most of their "re- 
Jhoujfhts" were improvements upon 
the o'ri'ginals. 


In ground sluicing the principle 


is this: a bank of earth was select- 
ed 
that 
looked 
promising 
and 


which they wished to reduce or 
wash away down- to the pay dirt. 
They conducted a stream of water 
to it by means of a ditch or flume.

H and any number of men with 
pick sand shovels stood upon either 
side of the stream or directly in 
it and picked away and worked 


down the banks and bottom into 
the flowing water, to be carried 
Uown stream, while such gold as 
was in it kept settling further 
down in the mud until bed rock is 
reached, when the miners removed 
it and finished the work with th» 


pan or small sluice box. 
If it was merely a case of remov-

It was 
termed "stripping." It often hop- 
pened, however, that during tb« 


"stripping"' process enough gold 
would be found to pay all expenses, 


Ths sluice made djrt that ordi- 


narily paid a man but $3 a day 
when using the rocker, paid him 
an average of J10 per day per man 
and with much less work. It speed- 
ed up production, tripled wages,

We are indebted to a Connecticut 


Yankee for this invention, Kdward 
K. Miittexon, who first commtnci-d 
the use of it in February, 1802, at 
American Hill in -Nevada county. 
His first outfit was very crude, but 
it did the work. 
Its premier re- 


quirement was a .stream of water 
entering [he mining claim a hun- 
dred or more feet higher than the 
ground to be worked. At the point 
of entrance it wax run into a l.irge 
trough or tank, usually fixed upon 
a high trestle and called "the hy- 
draulic tei«:grap/i."

riors were tapu in Homer's day,

Plato. • Confucius in the "Li Ki," 
ordained men and women not to 
sit on the same mat, nor have tha 
same clothes-rack, towel, or comb, 
nor to let their hands touch in 
giving and receiving, nor to do a 
score of other trivial thinEja.

In the Marquesas tapus were Use 


most important part of life, as 
ceremony was at the court of the 
Kings of France. They governed 
almost every action of the people, 
as the rules of a prison do con- 
victs, or the precepts of a monas- 
tery monks. 
Death followed the 


disobedience of many, and others 
preserved one from the hands of. 
enemies. There being no organized 
government 
in Polynesia,

took the place of laws and edicts. 
They were, in -fuel, spiritual laws, 
superstition beini; the force instead 
of a penal code. They imposed

A young woman who worked at 


the convent in Atuona. near me, 
was made tapu against all work.

Females were forbidden to climb 


upon the sacred jpaopaes, to enter 
men's club-houses (this tnnn was 
enforced in America until the last 
few years), to eat witb men, to 


smoJce inside the house, to carry 
mats on their ht-au», and. saddest 
of all, to ween. Children might not 
c.irry one another pickaback. The 
icaavcua fish was tapu to fisher- 
men, as also paeta, a kind of shark. 


To throw human hair upon the 


ground »;is .••triftly prohibited. It 
might be trodden *m, and bring 
mischief upon the former wearer. 
So the chiefs would never wallc 
under 
anything- that might 
ba 


trodden on, and aboard ships never 
wcrit below dock, for that reason. 
Perhaps our superstition as to 
walking under ladders is derived 
from sucji a. tapu. To stretch one's 
Vmml or an object over (lift !\o«d 
of any one was tapu. There were a 
hundred things tapu to one sex. 
Men had the advantage in these 
rules, for they were made by men. 


The 
earthly 
punishments 
for 


breaking tapns ran from a small 
fine to death, and from spoliation 
to 
ostracism 
and 
banishment. 


Though there were many arbitrary 
tapus, tho -whims and fantasies of: 
chiefs, or the wiles of priests, tha 
majority of them had their begin- 
ning in some real or fancied ncc-s- 
sity or desirability. Doubtless they 
were distorted, but, lite circum- 
cision and tho Mosaic barring of 
porlc to the Jews, here was lyalth 
or safety- of soul or body con- 
cerned. 
One might cite the Ten 


Commandments as very old tapus. 


The utter disregard for the uipns 


Of the Mr>r(]uesans shown by the 
whites eventually had caused them 
to faii into general disrepute. They 
degenerated as manners decayed 
under the influx of barbarians into 
Kome, ns Greek art fell 
befi>ra 


the corruption of the people. Tho 
Catholic, who bowed his head and 
sjriifli his breast nt the exaltation 
of ihf host. eotiM understand the 
Veneration the Murquesans had for 
their chief tapii#. and their horror 


and soldiers who contemned them. 
Kut when they saw that no gods 
revenged 
themselves , upon 
tha 


whites, that no devil devoured their 
vitala when they ate tapu bread- 
fruit or fish or kicked the high 
priest from the temple, the gentla 
savages ma'cle up their minds that 
the magic h^d iost its potency. So. 
gradually, though to some people 
tapus were yet very sacred, tha 


- 


system of laws and rites, melted 
away under the breath of scorn. 
The god of the white man was 
evidently greater than theirs. Titi- 
huti. a constant attendt-nt of tha 
Catholic chim.-h. j'et treasured a 
score of tnpus. and associated with

the ridicule and profanation of 
the y;Iii!es relaxed ihe whole in- 
trie.-Mt but sustaining Marquesan 
<-'miorny. Combined with the end- 
ing of the power of chiefs of 
.hereditary caste, the doing away 
with tapus as laws set the native's 
hopelessly arfHft oa an xincharted 
sea. 
Right and wrong were no 


longer right 'or wrong. 


This fetish system .was very aptly 


called a plague ot sacredness. 


"Whoever was sacred infested 


everything he touched with, con- 
secration to the gods, and whatever 
had thus the microbe of diTinity 
communicated to it could COHL- 
municate it to other things and 
persons, and render them incapable 
of common use or approach. Not 
till the priest hatl removed th» 
divine element by ceremonies and 
incantations could "tha thing or 
person beeoi'ae common or fit for 
human use or approach again." 
The Marqtwsan priests strove 


•with might and main to extend the 
tapus, for they meant power and 
gain. Wise and strong chiefs gen- 
erally had private conferences with 
the priests and looked to it that 
taoos did not injure them. 


Allied with tapuisnt was what la 


called in Hawaii kaliunaistti. that 
is the witchcraft of the priests, the 
old wizards, who combined »with 
the imposing and lifting- of ths 
bans, the- curing or killing of peo- 
ple by enchantment. 
Sorcery or 


spells were at the basis of most 
primitive medicine. At its best it 
•was hypnotism, 
mesmerism, 
or 


mind power. After coming through 
thousands of years of groping in

ing to a considerable degree the 
methods of the ancient priests, the 
theurgy, laying on of hands, or

Polynesia the test of a priest's 
powers was his ability to kill by 
willing it.

as his subject.

murderous 
magic is shared 
by 


many whites who have lived Ions 
in Polynesia or New Zea'and.

•was still practised Jierp. snd held 
many in deadly fear. The victims 
died under it as if their strength, 
ran out like water.

HE first trial of ex-State Sec- 


retary Caleb Powers for the 
murder of William Ooebel, 


governor of Kentucky, more than 
twenty years ago, was in a good 
many ways the most remarkable 
murder trial that has ever taken 
place in this country. 


The state of Kentucky, always 


mighty fervent 
politically, hung 


then on the raw edge of civil war. 
The people of the "state were di- 
vided into two hostile camps. One 
faction regarded 
Powers as the 


head of the successful plot to kiii 
the Democratic leader and clam- 
ored for his conviction. The other 
faction called Powers a martyr to 
political and personal prejudices; 
declared that he was being sacri-. 
fleet} to the demand for a victim 
merely because he chanced to be 
prominent among: the younger Re- 
publicans, and demanded 
hi.-? ac- 


quittal as an innocent and an in- 
jured man. 


On a change of venue, the trial 


took place at Georgetown, one of 
the prettiest of the sm.ulur cities 
of the Blue Grass country, in an 
old-fashioned, hermetically-sealed,

of a scorching hot summo-r. 
There 


•were twenty-three lawyers in the 
case, eleven for the prn?"ouiion and 
twelve for the defense.

ocrat, an active anti-Goebei Dem- 
ocrat or a partisan Republican.. 
Each lawyer had a bitter personal 
enemy on the other side; some o£ 
them were quite generous in their 
hates and had two or three apiece. 


The trial judge, stern, handsome

In order to com- 
plete its case a^inst Powers, the 
prosecution deemed it highly neces- 
sary to show that the bullet which 
hilled Goebel was fired from a. cer- 
tain window of Powers' own office, 
in the department of the Secretary 
of State, on the grounds of the 
Stflte Capitol at Frankfort.

ing or pointing; all his women are between 
thirty and thirty-five years excepting the Ma- 
donna.

..possibilities of broadcast reception 
.provided that the listener uses his 
receiver in such a tray aa to pick 
eny desired station. Difficulty has 
been experienced by soma in re- 
ceiving the longer waves parti- 
cularly. 
New stations have been 


established in certain 
localities 


thus producing very powerful sig- 
nals in tye receiving sets ot nearby 
listener^ and somewhat interfer- 
ing -with the reception of more 
distant stations while their local 
station is ia operation. 
> 


Then, too, a few stations have 


been shut flown or transferred 
thereby requiring the listeners to 
get their programs from more re- 
mote stations which, in turn, in- 
volves some modifications in the 
receiver or in the way in which 
It is handled. 
And, finally, sum- 


mertime has come with its occa- 
sioned diminished signal strength 


aneea of distant reception. Fort-1 
unately all of the dlrnculties men- 
tioned can be easily overcome to 
a great extent by a little care and 
a. proper attitude. 


EXJOYMEM INCREASED.
